He furl her says 
that Mr. Kleekamp read over a list of 
names of persons and asked him if 
they were at the meeting at Herman's 
and he said he did not know^ whether 
they were there or not. 


He says that the affidavit was not 
read to him and he did not know what 
was in it until it was read to him from 
the Fort Wayne Journal; that Klee- 
kamp handed him the paper a^ad asked 
him to sign it, and the said Telgman

He 
says he does not know P. E. Wolf, 
Mayor Oakley and W. T. Jefferies, He 
says further that no beer was distribu- 
ted while the speeches were being 
m^de and not until after the republi 
can candidates had left. He further 
says that no beer was drank by Mayor 
Oakley, nor did any one else drink beer 
in his presence. 


He further says that German families 
often have gatherings of their friends 
and neighbors and that it is customary 
at said friendly meetings to have beer. 
He says further that he was asked to 
go to Kleekamp's office and when he 
got there the paper he was asked to 
sign was presented to him. He further 
says he was not sworn to it; that he' 
did not hold up his hand to be sworn; 
that he did not know it to be an 
affidavit; that Kleekamp when he 
(Kleekamp) got through writing his 
name said, "That's all." 


Affiant further says that this affidavit 
has been read to him two times in 
in English and two times in German, 
and that it has been explained care- 
fully to him; that when he was asked 
to go to Kleekamp's office he was told 
that Oakley was sued and they wanted 
him to testify that he (Nohrwald) 
drank beer at said meeting.

STRIKE NEWS. 


Adams Express Employes Kick 
Agrainst New Kales. 


More Work and Less Wages Calls for 
TronbIe~«PIambers and Street 
Car Men on a Strike. 


ALASKA GOLD FIELDS. 


The Precious Metals Abound in 
Vast Quantities. 


NEW YORK, May 4 —The initial step 
has been taken by employes of the 
Adams Express company in a strike 
that may possibly affect the 10.000 men 
employed by that corporation. Eight 
porters in the immense freight house of 
the express company in Forty-ninth 
street, adjoining the New York Central 
freight yards, walked out in a body re- 
cently, The action of those men will 
be supported by the company's men in 
Wàshington, D. C.,'where they will 
stop work as the result of & heavy cut 
in wages and an incresse of working 
hours. 
A committee representing 
clerks, drivers, porters and stablemen 
will at once call upon L. C. Weir, pres- 
ident of fhe company, with a list òf 
grievances. 
The committee will insist 
on some assurance that their demands 
be attended to within a reasona- 
ble 
time 
or 
else 
a 
general 
strike will follow. The trouble is at- 
tributed by the men to President 
Weir, who has, they say, largely re- 
duced the working force and cut down 
wages, but failed to curtail working 
hours. Another innovation was made 
last night when the drivers, freight 
handlers and helpers were compelled to 
furnish bonds for |500 each. The 
bonds were handed to the employes to 
sign. Some of the men refused to 
comply with the request. The em- 
ployes of the company were compelled 
to sign an agreement several weeks ago 
whereby they released the express 
company from all liability in case they 
were injured while on duty. A deduc- 
tion of the men's wages is made now 
for every day they are absent on ac- 
count of sickness or accidents. 


KANSAS 
CITY,

4 . — F o u r 
hundred union plumbers, gas and 
steam fitters went out on a strike this 
morning for eight hours' work and the 
same wages paid for nine hours. They 
include the union employes of the Mis- 
souri Pacific and Kansas City Oas 
company. 
The strike is in accordance 
with the notice served on the master 
plumbers two months ago, the proposi- 
tions of which were finally refused afa 
meeting of plumbers and employers 
last Friday. 


MILWAUKEE, 
Wisconsin, May 
4 — 
Oaly half a dozen street cars were 
running in Mil(?aukee this morning, 
owing to the strike of the street oar 
employes, which was inaugurated at 4 
o'clock. At 9 o'clock the employes of 
the power houses held a meeting and 
voted not to join the strike. A large 
force of police is guarding the power 
houses, barns and tracks. 
Nine hundred and one thousand men 
are involved in the strike. The men 
have been organized into companies 
which are stationed at the car houses 
and power houses, and the captain of 
each company is in constant communi- 
cation with the headquarters of the 
strikers.

FIGHT IN ^ A . 


Insnrgrents Ponr Hot Shot Into 
Weyler's Forces. 


A Newspaper Correspondent Tells of 
His £xperience and Wliat He 
SawlTptbe Inlet. 


Get tbe Spaniards Into a Karrow Pass 
and Tiien Open Fire Upon 
Them. 


HAVANA, Cuba, May 5 —All Havana 
is anxiously discusing the battle in the 
mountains of Pinar del Bio. It is be- 
lieved that the insurgents, who persist- 
ently 
attacked 
General 
Ynclan's 
troops far back from Cacarajicara to the 
sea. were led by Maceo in person. The 
stronghold stormed by Ynclan's forces 
was not, properly speaking, a fort. 
There is an old ranch on the tpp of the 
stony hill at Cacarajincara whose sides 
form a precipitious descent to the road 
which winds through bold rocks and 
are not wide enough for a column to 
spread out at advantage. 
There is lit- 
tle timber or brush around. The in- 
surgents fortified the road in two 
places with barricades, one above the 
other, with the intention of preventing 
the Spanish troops from reaching the 
hills, where the main camp is located. 


The oflScials say 
the 
insurgents 
fought desperately and say the results 
given prove that they had every ad- 
vantage of the situation. They poured 
down shot from above upon the troops, 
who were practically shut 
in 
the 
ravine. 


It is supposed that the rebels sent 
from the poiot of attack to notify An- 
tonio Maceo, who hurried forward to 
attack Yoclan. The official report says 
that he was repeatedly repulsed.

Tbieves Carry OIF ^^7,000 in diamonds 
at Hi^h Noon. 


P1TT8BURG. Pa., May 4 —It has just 
been made public that the jewelry 
store of M. G. Gohen, 222 Fifth avenue, 
was robbed at noon on April 2. of 
$7.000 worth of diamonds. Three men 
and a woman were concerned in the 
robbery, which is pronounced by the 
police one of the slickest thefts ever 
worked in this country. 


Two tiays, containing fifty six dia- 
mond ringa, were taken, the cheapest 
of which was valued at $100 
So far 
tbe police have been unable to secure a 
CAie to the thieves.

SEATTLE, Wash., May 4 —The steamer 
Lakeme, four weeks out, has arrived 
here from Cooks Inlet, after a fine 
passage both ways. On board was Will 
M. Steele, secretary of the Washington 
Press association, who reports his ob- 
servations as follows: 


"The rush this spring for the gold 
district of Turnagain Bay. Cook's Inlet, 
was unprecedented. 
Although com- 
paratively unexplored numerous creeks 
on the bay have given up gold dust and 
nuggets of such value as to encourage 
the hopes of prospectors, numbering 
into the thousands, that wealth may be 
rapidly amassed there. 
During the 
past six weeks a score o' vessels have 
headed for far Alaskan shores; but they 
all started too early this year, for an 
unexceptionslly severe winter has left its 
impression in huge cakes of ice that 
have not yet been blown out to sea and 
snow that still remains on the grouad 
to a depth of several feet. 
A fleet of 
vessels is lying off Coal Point, in 
Kachekinak bay, awaiting a favorable 
opportunity to go 100 miles further up 
the inlet. I spent two weeks cruising 
on the inlet and from a careful examin- 
ation of the existing conditions and 
authenticated reports of developments 
and finds along numerous creeks, am 
firmly of the opinion that the proper 
kind of men hazarded no chance in 
casting their lines into the golden 
waters that flow into the inlets. Every 
creek and river shows traces of fine 
gold, which increase in coarseness as 
the streams are ascended, while pieces 
of gold-bearing quartz are frequently 
found in placers, demonstrating that 
further back towards the mountains 
are mother ledges. Auriferous deposits 
cover a territory of almost unknown 
extent, while prospecting thus far has 
been comparatively slight." 


Reza has been closely ques- 
tioned by the judicial authorities.

first he pro-f^essed to have Rcted entirely 
of his own accord and in the interest of 
his people, to whom, 
he claimed, 
reforms to which they were justly 
entitled had been 
refused. 
Later, 
however, the prisoner confessed that 
the assassination of the shah was the 
outcome of a deliberately and long 
planned conspiracy and that he (RfZ')) 
was chosen to do the deed. 
He added 
that he waited two months for a favora- 
ble chance to shoot the shah, which 
confirms the authorities in the belief 
that the conspiracy was hatched in 
Constantinople, 
as it is about two 
months since Rezi left that city for 
Teheran. 


The assassin has also admitted that 
upon many occasions he has succeeded 
in approaching the late Shah under 
various disguises, but it was not until 
Friday last, in the mofque of Shah 
Abdul Azim, that he got near enough 
to fire the fatal shot. 


The murderer is believed to have a 
number of accomplices. 
He has al- 
ready admitted that eight persons were 
in the conspiracy. Two of them, who 
have been arrested, are the prisoner's 
nieces. They were both domestics em- 
ployed, until made prisoners, in the 
harem of the shah. Beza has confessed 
that the girls kept the conspirators in- 
formed regarding the movements of 
the shah; and on ;Friday morning the 
chosexi assassin was informed that the 
shah intended to visit the shrine of

MOLLAH REZA 


Was the Assassin c l the Shah 
of Persia. 


The Mnrderer Proves to Be a Follower 
of tbe Exiled Agitator Stielkli 
' Jem Albed Din. 


TEHBBAN, May 4 —It has been defi- 
nitely ascertained that the assassin of 
the late Shah of Persia, Nazer-ed-Din, 
who was fatally shot near the heart 
during the afternoon of Friday last, 
while entering the inner part of the 
shrine of the Shah's Abdul Azim, as 
exclusively telegraphed to the Associa- 
ted Press from here on Friday after- 
noon, is Mollah Reza, a follower of the 
well known 
agitator 
Sheikh Jem 
Alhed Din, who was exiled in 1891, 
after having been convicted of high 
treason. Later Reza was also imprison- 
ed for treason, but subsequently he 
was liberated. 
After his release from 
prison he continued his attacks upon 
the government, was again released, 
and was actually granted a pension by 
the Shah. 
In spite of the clemency 
shown him'Reza continued his agita- 
tion against the government, and when 
warned that he would again be arrested, 
he suddenly left this city.S 


He was next heard of at Constantin- 
ople by a police report sent here and 
instructions were telegraphed to that 
city to have the Persian agitator closely 
watched. 
Additional reports from 
Constantinople advieed the government 
here that Reza was corresponding with 
Sheikh Kem Aledin. Their plans for 
the assassination of the shah are be- 
lieved to have been laid. 
About two 
months ago Rf za quietly left Constan- 
tinople and for some time all trace of 
him was lost. But recently his pres- 
ence here has been known to the police 
authorities and they are now blamed 
for not having caused his arrest. They 
excuse themselves on the ground that 
the late shah's clemency to the assassin 
was exercised under the belief, found- 
ed on reports of physicians, that R; 
was of unsound mind and not respons- 
ible for hia actions, and it was conse- 
ijuently believed that even if he was 
taken into custody once more 
he 
would only have been again released 
by the shah's orders.

WOMAN'S ELIGIBILITY 


Again Absorbs the Attention of 
the Conference. 


\ 


Tbe I.adles Sabmit Tbelr Case Wltb 
Cbeerfnl Patience and Will 
Abide by tbe Resnlts. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 4 —The anti- 
cipation of a disposition of the woman 
question called out a large attendance 
at the general M. E. conference this 
morning. The delegates were early in 
their seats and the spectators were 
more numerous than on any previous 
day. The exciting feature of the day 
was when Dr. Monroe presented to the 
conference a written statement from 
four women delegates. It loooked as 
though this statement might solve the 
perplexed women question, but it did 
not. Following is part of the state- 
ment. 


"While we regard ourselves as laymen 
in the full sense of the term and hold 
that the lay electoral conferences are 
entitled, under the amendment of 
1863 72, to chose their delegates, subject 
only to the restrictions therein speci- 
fied,-we are unwilling to seem to insist 
upon personal rights which are in 
dispute. The chief question at issue 
now seems to us to arise over the 
method to be pursued upon 
this. 
We recognize honest differences of 
opinions 
among 
the most mtelii. 
gent and conscientious members. 
It 
seems to us that were the ccnference 
relieved from the tension which our 
presence occasions,, it might speedily 
devise a plan of admission upon which 
the great majority of the members 
could agree. While we sincerely re- 
gret to disappoint the chivalrous cham- 
pions of woman's eligibility, we cannot 
consent to a protracted debate over our 
personal eligibility, to this conference, 
with the alienations which we fear 
such a struggle might cause. 
With 
the principle "not easily provoked, 
thinkest no evil," we cheerfully trust 
in your honorable body and await 
such a settlement of a long vexed 
question as your wisdom may devise, 
confident that your action will etabody 
the spirit of the golden rule. We 
desire to express our appreciation of 
the courtesy shown us and assure you 
that we shall continue to pray and to 
labor for the prosperity of our zion." 


The statement was presented by D. 
Jane F. Bashford, Lois S. Parker and 
Ada C. Butcher. No sooner had the 
communication of the women delegates 
been offered than Dr. Kynett, chair- 
man of the committee on eligibility, 
submitted the majority report of the 
committee. 
It britfiy announced that 
the committee had decided that women 
were entitled to seats in the conven- 
tion. Several delegates arose to defend 
the report, but there was an universal 
demand for the minority report 
It 
was a lengthy document and was read 
by Dr. T. B. Neely, of Philadelphia.

The address delivered by Prof. F. 


Pieper, professor of systematic theology 
in the Concordia college at St. 
Louis, 
Mo., at Saturday's session of the Ger- 
man Lutheran synod which is meeting 
in this city, on church government is 
of such an important character that the 
synod secured an English translation of 
it, and this official translation THE SEN- 
TINEL is rc quested to publish. 
Profes- 
sor Pieper is one of the ablest theologi- 
ans in the synod and his address will 
attract widespread attention. 
We «ive 
today the address alluded to above and 
the translation of it is approved by 
Professor Pieper. 
He spoke as follows: 


"Now. how is the government'of the 
church constituted in practice when 
ruled alone by God's word? 
Let us 
look at first into the only external 
organization icstituted by God, the 
local Christian congregation in which 
all things are correctly administered. 
The pastor of the congregation, be- 
cause he wields the Word by virtue 
of his office naturaUy also officially 
governs the congregation with God's 
word. 
As often as he publicly in his 
pulpit exhibits from God's word how 
matters of doctrine and life in general 
and in particular must be conducted 
according to God's will, he governs 
again. 
When in his intercourse with 
individuals, he reveals God's word and 
will, and insists on its being practiced, 
he rules again; he governs not by vir- 
tue of his person, or because of his 
gifts, his learning, his dignity, but be- 
cause it is his office to wield the word, 
and in so far as he does it. 
Thus 
Luther ascribes spiritual power to pas- 
tors in their congregations. 
He writes 
thus, in opposition to the Bomish 
delusion, that only the bishops and the 
pope have authority in the church: 
•So every pastor, or spiritual ruler, shall 
be a bishop, i. e , an overseer or watch- 
man ia order that in his city and with 
his people, the gospel, and the faith ot 
Christ, be established against all ene 
mies, devils and heretics.' 
And our 
confession 
ssys, 
Smalcald Articles 
Part 11, p. 308 
Therefore the church 
can never be better governed and pre- 
served than by us all living under one 
head, Christ, the bishops (pastors) be 
ing all equal with respect to their 
office, though unequal with their en 
dowments 
and diligently 
adhering 
together in conformity of doctrine 
faith, sacraments, prayer, and works of 
love. . 


"The local congregation assembles to 
conduct its business according to the 
example of the apostolic church. 
Who 
rules in coogregational meetings? 
In 
virtue of his office, the pastor mubt en 
force the word of God in these meet 
ings, hence he rules, also here with the 
word of God. 
But in these meetings 
members 
of 
the congregation 
also 
speak, and it happens, not infrequently, 
that a single member, or a number of 
them, adduce that word, or the words 
of God, which shed light on or decide 
the matters under debate. 
In this 
case, such members govern, not by 
virtue of their persons but because 
they appeal to the decisive word of

God. 
Christ governs through them. 
You will indulge me to relate a per- 
sonal experience here; my first in- 
struction on church government I re- 
ceived from a simple Christian before I 
ever entered on my theological studies. 
In a Wisconsin congregation one Sun- 
day afternoon in a farmer's 
house 
several 
Lutherans 
were assembled; 
some of our students were present. 
Daring the conversation the question 
of church government, especially iiie 
question, "who governs in congrega- 
tjioiiaVmeetingsyV was broached. A sim- 
ple Christian made the statement: "He 
governs in the church whofver has 
the word of God." 
A congregational 
meeting is governed by them to whom 
God gives the light of adducing that 
passage of scripture deciding the case 
in question. 
In their last meeting sev- 
eral members had governed in this 
manner, because they had quoted that 
scripture passage 
which 
convinced 
them all. 
Thus is constituted the gov- 
ernment of a church in which the word 
of God rules. 


But how is this government consti- 
tuted when a number of local congre- 
gations unite into larger church bodies, 
for, instance, synods? We are asked, 
What purpose has your whole synodi- 
cal organization, which as you willingly 
admit, is not ordained of God? 
You 
bave such a union of congregations, 
into synods where the congregations 
advise and overlook each other; ycu 
have created in your midst besides the 
divinely instituted ministry, other cffi 
cers, 
not 
appointed 
by 
God. 
You 
bave 
visiting 
officers, 
dis 
trict presidents, a general presdent, 
and 
other 
85 nodical 
officers. 
If 
God's word is sufficient for the govern- 
ment of the church, what 
meaning 
have 
these 
human 
devises? 
We 
answer: Surely not this, as thou^^h 
God's 
word • was 
not 
sufficient 
for 
the 
government 
of 
the 
church, 
and 
though 
it 
were 
nec- 
cesssry to assist the poor, forsaken 
church by a few human appliances. 
Our entire sy nodical By stern has an en- 
tirely different purpose. 
By the same 
we desire to assist each other, in order 
that God's word, and nothing 
but 
God's word shall rule in our midst 
The visiting officers watch whether 
God's word has the rule in our congre- 
gations. 
The district presidents have 
the same duty for their entire districts 
as such, and the general president, 
under certain limitations in the whole 
Bynçd. 
Therefore we elect for visiting 
officers nob such men who are well 
versed in legal lore and more than 
others acquainted with the synodical 
constitution, but such men who are 
well grounded in God's word, and 
more apt to clearly exhibit and apply 
the same in given caees. 
These over- 
seerships which have been created by 
our synod are not to eupplement, but 
to serve God's word, that it alone 


should hold sway. 
The object of our 
synodical union, according to our con- 
stitution, is: 
To maintain and proro- 
gate the unity of pure doctrine. 
It is 
not the purpose of the syüod to riile 
the congregations by synodical resolu- 
tions. 
For our constitution expressly 
declares (p. 7. art. ix), "the synod is 
only an advisory body respecting the 
autonomy of the individual congrega- 
tions."j 


But it 
is 
furthermore 
objected. 
"Christ has given to His church among 
other gifts, also the particular gift o» 
ruling," (Rom., xii, 6 8, I Cor., xii, 28) 
True, but as no right ;to govern in the 
church is founded by the various gifts 
so likewise not by the gift to rule 
Certain members of the church above 
others have the gift to teach. 
Above 
others 
they 
are 
able 
to 
show 
more 
clearly 
and 
concisely 
right 
and 
false 
doctrine, 
but 
on 
that 
account not the least right of ruling in 
the church is given them personally. 
The peculiar gift to teach must show 
its peculiarity in this that the doctrine 
preached in their midst be acknowl- 
edged as the word of God. 
Again, 
others in the church have the gi't of 
interpretation; they are better able 
than others to show the meaning of the 
Scripture, but on account of this, again 
they are ijot entitled to rule in the 
church. 
The gift of interpretation 
must show its peculiarity herein: that 
the explanation given be not received 
as a private explanation, but as the 
interpretation intended by the Scrip- 
tures. 
This holds true also with the 
gift to govern. 
Evidently some per- 
sons better than others are able to prop 
erly judge and regulate affairs. 
They 
have a peculiar gift of government. 
But which are the proper functions of 
this gift? 
Answer: 
To place itself 
entirely in the service . of God's word, 
that it be used to govern the church of 
Christ with God's word. 
It is a crimi- 
nal abuse of God's giit to rule the 
church 
of 
God 
according 
to 
one's 
personal 
whims! 
Luther 
continually 
admonishes 
pastors 
to 
diligently 
study 
the 
Scriptures, 
especially the pastoral epistles; saying 
that they shall not rule over Christians 
with their own haughty, human no 
tions. 
The 
best example of such 
fright/ul abuse of governing Christians 
by haughty, human notions we have^n 
Boman popery. 
But every pastor— 
aye, every Christian—has reason to 
take warning by such abomination and 
not arrogate unto himself the right of 
ruling in the church because he has a 
natural aptitude therefor. 


"But will not the greatest disorder in 
the church be the result if no one, not 
even the synod, have judicial power in 
the church ? 
It seems so to our reason 
And even Luther had occasion to deal 
with this question. 
There were men 
in his dalyB who refused to acknowledge 
the authority of the pope, because it 
was a public, and inexpressible scandal, 
but nevertheless demanded 
govern- 
ment in the church, like in the state, 
where one is subject to the other who 
has more power and can prevent all 
disorder. 
The same opinion is held by 
inany sensible and educated men to- 
day. 
The sectarians and Bomanfzing 
Lutherans use the same language to 
this day. 
But let ua hear Luther on 
this objection. 
'It is true,' he says, 
'reason regards it as an abnormity and 
dangerous error, that all who are in 
church offices should be equal and one 
have as much authority, power and 
right, as the other. 
But here 
we 
have 
an 
express 
command 
of 
our 
dear 
Lord, 
Christ, 
who 
declares tba<i in His kingdom which is 
spiritual, aff'airs should be conducted 
difflerently than in the kingdom of this 
world; in order that everyone might 
learn how in the spiritual kingdom of 
Christ not human power and reputa- 
tion, but only the word of God shall 
hold good and shall 
rule." 
That 
Christians do submit to the word of 
God, we have alreády seen. Let us.con 
sider ourselves. 
Our synod has had a 
fifty years' experience of a government 
founded alone on the word of God. 
The confusion and disorder predicted 
for us, under such a government, has 
not come. The doctrine that the synod 
had only advisory and no judicial pow- 
ers was declared "the very core of 
anarchy." 
But regarding our govern- 
ment our synod has,enjoyed the moat 
peaceful time, which the church has 


ever experienced. 
We 
must declare 
that governing the church alone with 
God's word has stood the test with us 
for fifty years. 
In spite of all obstacles 
thé word of God has retained its gov- 
erning. all subduing power. 
So firmly 
have we been knit together by this 
government that strangers have de- 
clared, 'the Missourians are the high 
church party in the Lutheran church.' 
But I repeat that the government of 
the church alone with God's word has 
stood the test. 
May never any other 
form come in vogue among ua. 
Also 
in this matter we must 
watch and 
pray. 
The reason for the prevalence of 
false church government is the evil 
heart which we also still have. 
Flesh 
and blood discerns not the glory of the 
doctrine of justification nor the liberty 
of a Christian, it does not discern the 
spiritual nature of Christ's church, but 
will ever confound her with the king 
doms of this world. 
It believes not in 
the power of God's word, but regards it 
as a weak, despicable thing. 
In as far 
as we listen to flcsb and blood, we look 
about for a stronger government, one 
whose arm we would strengthen by 
giving it power beyond that wOrd. 
It 
is the same as with the doctrine of 
justification. 
All the spiritually blind 
believe that unlimited license to a li'e 
of sin will be afforded by teaching that 
we are justified and saved by grace, for 
Christ's sake, through faith, without 
the deeds of the law. 


"Hence the attempt along the whole 
line from the Popish church, through 
all sects, down to the synergistic Luth- 
erans to mix human works into the 
article of justification and salvation. 
Only in this manner, they hold, can 
sanctification of life be attained. 
So 
with church government; all they that 
judge according to their flesh and 
blood, believe God's word is not suffi- 
cient to govern the church. 
If the 
church is not to decay by disorder, 
authorities must be created with judi- 
cial power. 
Hence the whole long list 
of false church 
governments 
from 
popery down to our American synods 
have judicial powers. But that is the 
decision of blind human reason. 
Paul 
says on the relation of sanctification 
to justification. 
Rom. 6:14 
'For Sin 
shall not have dpniin ion over you, for 
ye are not under the law but under 
grace.' 
Analgaous to this, we must say 
concerning church government : the 
church will not be a sufferer from dis- 


world and sinful self. 
This He does 
for Bis namesake, which is Lord, Gad 
merciful and gracious, long suffering 
and abundant in goodness and truth 
He also leads them through the valley 
of the shadow of death, for whom the 
Lord loveth He chastizeth 
But Oh 
what a difference to walk through this 
valley without hope, without comfort

"And the church is strong under this

The fact that we as a church body, en- 
joys this ineffably glorious government 
is a grace beyond measure, for which 
we should daily praise and thank God. 
How zealous ought we be to spread 
that kingdom in which Christ aldtie 
rules by His word; how willing should 
we be to place all our gifts and energies 
into the service of this kingdom; how 
ready should we be to iorget all per- 
sonal animosities which may occur in 
our mutual intercourse, we, who dwell 
with each other under such a glorious 
government.

"Does not your excellency think that 
prisoners of war should be treated with 
consideration and mercy?"

"The Spanish columns attend to their 
prisoners just as well as any other 
country in times of war, " b e replied.

"Will not your excellency allow me 
to go the scene of battle, undenr an escort 
of soldiers if necessary, that Imay write

"I am willing to take all the danger 
if your excellency will allow me to go,"

tion and would all fall in love with 
you." 


"I will keep a great distance from the 
fighting if you will allow me to go." .

'No innocent women and children do 
suffer. It is only those who leave their 
homes and take part in battles who are 
injured. 
It is only the rebels who de- 
stroy peaceful homes." 


"It is reported," I said, "that 3Ó 
women are fighting under General Ma- 
ceo. Is this true?" 


' Yes,'' replied the general. '' We took 
one woman yesterday. 
She was dressed 
in man's clothes and was wielding a 
machete. 
She is now in Morro castle. 
These women are fiercer than the men. 
Many of them are mulattoes. This par- 
ticular woman was white." 
•What will be her fate?" 
'She will go through the regular 
form of trial." 


"Will no mercy be shown her?" I ask- 
ed. 


"Mercy is always shown to a woman. 
While the law is thesamefprbQthseiE.es, 
there is a clause which admits of mercy 
to a woman." 


"There are several Cuban women in- 
surgents in Morro and the Cabanas. 
Would your excellency," I asked, "al- 
low me to visit and converse with 
them?" 


'No," he said. "There is a law that 
no foreigner shall enter our fortresses. 
It is a military law. 
We can make no 
exceptions. 
You understand that I do 
not wish to be discourteous, señorita." 
"Some of these women," I continued, 
are said to be imprisoned for merely 
having Cuban flags in their homes. 
Is 
this possible?" 


"Treason, "explained the general, "is 
always a crime punishable by imprison- 
ment. "

TSUI, is rcqiifstPtl to publish. 
Profes 


sor Pieper is one of tho ablest theologi 
ans in the synod and his address wil 
attract widespread attention 
We give 


today the address alluded to above anc 
the translation of it is approved by 
Professor Pieper. 
He spoke as follows 


"Xow, how is the government of the 


church conatituted in practice when 
tilled alone by God's won!' Let us 
look at first inlo the only externa 
organic itiou instituted by God, th( 
local Christian congregation in which 
all things are correctly administered 
The pastor of tho congregation, bs 
causa he wields tho Word by virtue 
of his office naturslly also officially 
governs the congregation with God's 
word. As often as he publicly in hi 
pulpit exhibits from God's word how 
matters of doctrine and life in genera 
and in particular must be conductei 
according to (tod's will, he govern 
again. When in his intercourse with 
Individ u ij's he reveals God's word anr 
will, and insists on ita being practiced 
he rules again; he governs not by vir 
tue of his peieon, or because of hi 
Ri'ts, his learning, his dignity, but be- 
cause it is his oPJce to wield the word 
and in 
BO far as he does it. Thu 


Luther ascribes spiritual power to pas 
tora in their congregations. He write 
thus, ia opposition to tho Romiel 
delusion, that only the bishops and th 
pope have authority in tho church 
'do every pastor, or spiritual ruler, shai 
bo a bishop, i. e, an overseer or watch 
man in order that in his city and wit! 
his people, the gospel, and the 'aith o 
Christ, be established against all eoe 
mies, devils and heretics'

Therefore the churc 


can never be better governed and pre 
served than by us all living under on 
head, Christ, the bishops (pastore) he 
ing all equal with respect to the!

love. 


"The local congregation assembles t 


conduct its business according to th 
example of the apostolic church. Wb 
rules in congregational meetings? 1 
virtue of his cilice, the pastor must ei 
force the word of God in these mee 
ings, hence he rules, also here with th 
word of God. But in these meeting 
members 
of the congregation ais 


speak, and it happens, not infrequently 
that a single member, or a number o 
them, adduce that word, or the word 
of God, which ehfd lighten or decid 
the matters under debate. In thi 
csse, such members govern, not b 
virtue of their persons but becaus 
they appeal to the decisive word 
God. 
Christ governs through them 


You will indulge me to relate a per 
sonal experience here, my first in 
struction on church government I re 
ceived fxom a simple Christian before 
ever entered on my theological studiet 
In a Wisconsin congregation one Sue 
day a'ternoon in a farmer's hous 
several 
Lutherans 
were aesemoled 


some of our students were present 
During the conversation the question 
of church government, especially the 
question, "who governs in congrega 
tional meetings?' was broached. A aim 
pie Christian made the statement "Ii< 
governs in the church whotver hai 
the word of God." 
A congregations 


meeting is governed by them to whom 
God gives the light of adducing that 
passage of scripture deciding the case 
in question. In their laat meeting sev 
oral members had governed in this 
manner, because they had quoted that 
cripturo passage 
which 
convinced 


;hem all. 
Thus ia conatituted the gov- 


ernment of a church in whicfa the word 
of God rules. 


"But how is this government consti 


tuttd when a number of local congre- 
ations unite into larger church bodies, 
or, instance, synods7 We are asked, 
Whet purpose hss your whole synodi- 
al organi/.jtion, vi Inch SB you willingly 
dmit, is not ordained of God? You 
,ive such n union of congregations, 
nlo synods where tho congregations 
dvise and overlook each other, yen 
have created in your midst besides the 
divinely instituted ministry, other clli-

Our entire t-ynodical system has an en- 
tirely different purpose. !'•/ the same 
we desire to assist each other, in order 
that God's word, and nothing but 
God'.- word shall rule in our uiidat 
Tho usiting ctlicers watch whether 
God'a word has the rule in our congre- 
gations. The district presidents havp 
the same duty for their entire districts 
as such, ,aud the general president, 
under certain limitations in the whole 
eyood, 
Therefore we elect for visiting 


officers not such men who are well 
versed in legal lore and more than 
o'hers acquainted with the synodical 
constitution, but such men wtfb are 
well grounded in God> word, and 
more apt to clearly exhibit aed apply 
tho same in given cases 
These over- 


seerehips which have- beea 'created by 
our synod are not to supplement, but 
to serve God'« word, that it alone 


should hold sway, The object of our 
synodical union, according to our con- 
stitution, is 
To maintain and propo- 


pate the unity of pure doctrine, 
it u: 


not the purpose of the synod to rule 
the congregations by synodical resolu- 
tions. For our constitution expressly 
declares (p 1. art. ix), "the synod is 
only an advisory body respecting the 
autonomy of the individual congrega- 
tions ",

"Christ has given to Ilia church among 
other gifts, iho the particular gilt o' 
ruling," (Horn , xii, 6 \ 1 Cor., xii ,2h) 
True, but ai no right jto govern in the

Certain members of the church above 
others have the gift to teach.

The peculiar gift to teach must show 
its peculiarity in this thit the doctrine 
preached in their midst be acknowl- 
edged as the word of God.

interpretation, they are better able 
than others to ahow the meaning of the 
Scripture, but on account of this, again 
they nre not entitled to rule in the 
church. 
The gift of interpretation 


must fihow its peculiarity herein: that 
the explanation given be not received 
as a private explanation, but as the 
interpretation intended by the Scrip- 
tures.

frightful abuse of governing Christians 
by haughty, human notions we have in 
Rotaan popery. But every pastor- 


aye, 
every Christian—has reason to 


take warning by such abomination and 
not arrogate unto himself the right of 
ruling in the church because he has a 
natural aptitude there'or 


''But will uot the greatest disorder in 


the church be the result if no one, not 
even the synod, have judicial power in 
the church7 It seems so to our reason 
And even Luther had occasion to deal 
with this question. There were men 
in his days who refused to acknowledge 
the authority of the pope, because it 
was a public, and inexprcEsiblescandal 
but nevertheless demanded 
govern 


ment in the church, like in the state, 
where one is subject to the other who 
has more power and can prevent all 
disorder. The same opinion ia held by 
many sensible and educated men to- 


day. 
The sectarians and Romani/inp 


Lutherans use the same language to 
this day. But let us hear Luther on 
this objection. 'It is true,' he Ba)», 
'reason regards it as an abnormity and 
dangerou? error, that all who are in 
church offices should be equal and one 
have as much authority, power and 
right, as the other. 
But litre we 


have

Lord, 
Christ, 
who 


declares tha1. in His kingdom which IB 
spiritual, atlairs should be conducted 
differently than in the kingdom of this 
world; in order that everyone might 
learn how in the spiritual kingdom of

Christians do submit to the word of 


God, we have already seen. Let ua cjn 
sider ourselves 
Our synod has had a 


fifty years' exoerience of a government 
founded aiono on the word of God. 
The confusion and disorder predicted 
for UE, under such a government, has 
not come. The doctrine that the synod 
had only advisory and no,judicial pow- 
ers was declared "the very core of 
anarchy." But regarding our govern- 
ment our synod has enjiyed the moat 
peaceful time, which the church has

form come in vogue among us. Also 
in this matter we must watch and 
pray. The reason fur the prevalence of 
false church government is the evil 
heart which we also still have 
Flesh 


and blood discerns not the glory of the 
doctrine of justification nor the liberty 
of a Christian, it does not discern the 
spiritual nature of Christ's church, but 
will ever con'ound her with the king 
doms of this world. It believes not in 
the power of God's word, but regards it 
as a we&k, despicable thing 
In as far 


as we listen to fl-sh and blood, we look 
about for a stronger government, one 
whose arm we would strengthen by 
giving it power beyond that word. 
It 


is the same aa with the doctrine o'. 
justification. 
All the spiritually blicd 


believe that unlimited license to a li'e 
of sio. will bo afforded by teaching that 
we are justified and saved by grace, for 
Christ's sake, through faith, without 
the deeds of the law. 


"Hence the attempt along the whole 


Hue from the Popish church, through 
all sects, down to the synergistic Luth- 
erans to mix human works into the 
article of justification and salvation 
Oaly in thia manner, they hold, can 
sanctitication of life be attained. So 
with church government; all they that 
judgo according to their flesh and 
blood, believe. God's word is not sufB 
cient to govern the church. If the 
church i& not to decay by disorder, 
authorities must ba created with judl 
cial power. Hence the whole long list 
of false church 
governments 
from 


pcp»ry down to our Americin synods 
have judicial powers. But that is the 
decision of blind human reason 
Paul 


says on the relation of sanctification 
to justification. Rom 0:14 'For sin 
shall not have dominion over you, for 
ye are not under the law but under 
grace ' 
Analgaous to tbw, we muat say 


concerning church government, the 
church will not be A sulferer from dis- 
turbances hut will be governed, when 
ruled alone by the word of her master 
Let us abide by the grace of God in 
this form of government. 
Lst us re 


ject every attempt to depart from it 
Satan is deceiving the church when he 
suggests to her that she needs power 
and authority exceeding God's word 
The church grows weak from the very 
moment when she begins to look about 
for human props, thinking God'a word 
to be an insufficient ruling and sup 
porting power; thereby she maketh 
flesh her arm and d?parteth from the 
Lord with her heart, 
Indeed, we must 


declare: The church ceases to be the 
chuich, and adopts the nature of the 
state as soon as she grows discontented 
with God's word as the means of gov- 
ernment. 
* 


"How glorious, on the other hand, is 


that church government ruring alone 
with tho word of God 
Where are the 


words adi quately to describe its glory ? 
In it Christ's honor remains inviolate, 
He remains as He should, the only 
master. The Christian's glory remains 
inviolate! 
They enjoy their dearly 


bought privilege to live uader their 
Savior's rule and authority without the 
mediation of man. All gifts find their 
proper use; they serve only the glori- 
fication of Christ, aiid not of self. 


''And the church is strong under this 


government, weak as she may appear 
in tha eyes of man, for what God's 
word joins and keeps together no power 
of the world, 
not even the fear of 


death or death itself, shall separate. 
The fact that we as a church body, en- 
joys this ineffably gloiious government 
is a grace beyond measure, for which 
we should daily praise and thank Gjd. 
How zealous ought we be to spread 
that kingdom in which Christ alone 
rules by His word; how willing should 
we be to place all our gifts and energies 
into the service of this kingdom; how 
ready should we be to forget all per 
serial animosities which may occur i 
our mutual intercourse, we, who dwe' 
with each other under Euoh a gloriou 
government. 
Ob, may God open ou 


eyrs to the glories of this church gov 
eminent alone through Christ's 7/ore 
Under this government we will remai 
by His prsce until our fyes behol 
Him who has led us here below will 
His word.

LESS SOMBER THAN USUAL. 


Mrs. Cleveland Always Picks Oat His New 


Clotln-s—Her Good Taste—The Presi- 
dent's Growth Dnrlne the Past Tear—An 
Easy Man to Fleaao. 


President Cleveland is rapidly in- 


creasing 111 flesh. He has grown stouter 
by several 
inches and many pounds 


within a year. The World can give the 
increase in inches, but tho gain iu 
pounds is a secret which the president 
is carefully keeping, even from himself. 


"I gave np weighing a long time 


ago," he said to ins tailor last week, 
"and, "he added dryly, "I recentlygave 
tip guessing." 


Tho tailor anj an assistant—for it 


takes two men to measure Mr. Cleve- 
land, one to hold and the other to walk 
around him with a tape—had been call- 
ed to tho White House to take tho presi- 
dent's measure for two new spring snits. 
They were bPnt for by Mrs. Cleveland 
and told to bring a full line of samples. 
Like the wives of many other freeborn 
American citizens with a family, she 
knows before the president when ho 
needs new clothes and takes great inter- 
est in seeing that he gets something that 
will wearwoll, look uice and be becom- 
ing. 


Usually Mrs. Cleveland selects dark 


gootls. Long black coats and somber 
trousers tend to make a man of big girth 
appear less stout, and the president has 
heretofore affected that style of dress- 
ing. This year, however, Mrs. Cleve- 
land has decided to make a radical 
change, at least so far as one suit is con- 
cerned. The president will soon appear 
in much livelier garments than he has 
ever worn in Washington. They will 
not be loud or ultra gay, bnt they will 
be far from black and decidedly spring- 
like—a light Scotch twead, a sort of 
gray, brown and wbite mixture, with 
here and there a fleck of light blue. 
The pattern is what tho tailors call an 
"invisible check." 


Samples of tho natty goods were 


sought for by ardent admirers, and one 
sample camo in a roundabout way to 
your correspoudeti t. Ho took it to several 
tailor shops and finally fonucl the snit at 
the establishment of George T. Kee?

contained nine yards. The cloth was 80 
inches wide. It therefore takes OTf, 
square feet of cloth to cover the presi"- 
dent of the United States, or 0,720 
quaro inches. Tho tailor said he had 
been obliged to charge Mr. Cleveland 
$75 ou account of tho amount of cloth 
required. Ho added that be could afford 
to mako a f t >iht like it for a man of 
ordinary si::c :'u •;."'.
